Supper on Holy Thursday? If the Liturgy of 
the Lord’s Passion is to be celebrated the next day, 
the Blessed Sacrament is solemnly reserved in a 
separate repository at the end of the Evening mass 
of the Lord’s Supper. While the primary purpose 
of this reservation is to provide the “Eucharistic 
bread that will be distributed in communion on 
Good Friday,” the adoration also serves as 
extension of the Eucharistic liturgy and an 
acknowledgement of the perduring presence of 
Christ in the Holy Eucharist.
